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CAPITAL SMUGGLED 
OUT OF GERMANY. 
| 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Negotiations are proceeding between the 
leading German and foreign banks for the 
purpose of ascertaining the amount of 
capital that has been smuggled out of Ger- 
many with a view to bringing it within 
the scope of German taxation. 

The Rundschaw says that between forty 
and fifty thousand’ million marks have 
been smuggled into Switzerland alone. 

With reference to the agreement be- 
tween the Reichsbank and the Bank of 
England, Herr Havenstein, President of 
the Reichsbank, to-day informed the main 
Committee of the Reichsbank that the 
portion of its gold reserve which is to be 
deposited with the Bank of England will 
not be used for the purpose of obtaining 
long-term credits for reparations purposes, 
but only for temporary credits. 

The Bank of England had guaranteed 
that at any time a Government licence 
would be granted for the return of the 
gold deposit to Germany if desired. 

Herr Havenstein added that the foreign 
moneys now in-the vaults of the Reichs- 
bank were equivalent to seventy-five 
millions of gold marks.
